The Kentacky V Ii«ltor«. 
THEIG RECEPTION AT JUDGES’ HALL YPSTERDAY— THE 
SPEECHES, ETC. 

Jndges’ hall was on yesterday the scene of one of 
the moet pleasant receptions that has occurred 
this season of speech-making. The occasior was 
the formal reception of the Kentucky legislature 
and the members of the Kentucky press association, 
The grounds were provided with an extra number 
of orifiames and streamers, which were suspended 
from ropes running from the tops of the various 
buildings, and Judges’ hall seemed to wear a more 
than usually attractive appearance. 

Ati2o’clock the hall was thrown open, and al- 
most immediately wasfilled with a large and cul- 
tured audience, embracing visitors and citizens. A 
number of the of the legislature 
and of the press were escorted to the stand by Di- 
rector-Geveral Kimball, who, in opening the ex- 
ercises, said that one of the most important fea- 
tures of the cotton exposition had been the gather- 
ings in Judges’ hall. He said that from time to 
time we had had in Judges’ hall representatives of 
some of the most important tommercial bodies in 
the country, all coming from the various states and 
representing all classes of manufactures and busi- 
ness, and of those most interested in the develop- 
ment of mechanics, science and agriculture, He 
referred to the manner in which Kentucky has re- 
sponded to this pleasant feature of the exposition. 
He said: 

“At the 
which was the opening exercises, 
sponded by sending a goodly delegation and her 
lieutenant-governor. The next was gov- 
ernors’ day, and then Kentucky 
responded by the presence = of her gov- 
ernor and staff, anda largenumber of citizens. 
Since then we have had the honor of meeting here 
the board of tnde Louisville, and to-day 
among the most important of these meetings that 
we have had during the exposition, we have leg- 
islative, executive department officers and the ju- 
diciary of Kentucky, and I feela peculiar pride 
and gratificationin being able to welconie to the 
city this body.”’ 

He then went on tospeak of the press and the great 

ervice which the press has done to the exposition 
and returned thanks and extended a cordial wel 
come to the press association of Kentucky and visit- 
ing editors generally. He attributed much of the 
sucoess of the exposition to the efforts of the edito-

Mr. Kimball introduced 
of Augusta, who 
delivered an address of welcome on _. be- 
half of the legislature. He said 
that he could bid Kentuckians welcome with a pe- 
culiar pleasure. He wasa native Kentuckian, and 
nlways remembered the state of his younger days 
with a feeling almost akin to reverence. Heknew 
that the hearts of the visitors were brave and gal] 
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lant, and that their sentiments were right. He said:. 


We realize to-day, gentlemen, the fact that dunng 
the struygle scarcely more than a decade anda halt 
of years ago thesefhills and valleysreverberated the 
thunderings of deadly warfare. These tields shook 
with the tread of contending armies in the fierce 
and desperate struggle of bloody war. These streams 
ran red with the best blood of the land. This, now 
the proud capital of our state, was laid low in ashes, 
and desolated by the fortunes of war. But the 
swords ‘have been beaten into  plowshares 
and spears into pruning hooks. To-day these 
hills and valleys echo only the = sounds 
of this exposition, which is unsurpassed save per 
haps by that which celebrated the centennial an- 
niversary of American independence, and when all 
things are considered, not surpassed by them. To- 
day these streams run down into the sea and. they 
run down into the as their waters are 
us pure as when they sprung from the cliffs of their 
mountain homes, and men who onee metin heat 
of strife now meet in peace and friendship and 
strive only inan honorable endeavor to promote 
the material interests of the country. This year of 
eur Lord 1881, has furnished a most interesting 
piece of American history. Dark and tragic as it 
was, no occurrence in all our past history, so filled 
with events that have commanded and shaped the 
governments,“the liberties and the destinies of 
the world, ever touched so deeply the great 
heart of the republic. Never has there gone up 
such an universal, spontaneous expression of sor- 
row from a people, and the iamentations that wen 
up from fifty million of American people show 
that there was touched a responsive chord in the 
hearts of the people and give us encouraging evi- 
dences that the brotherhood of humanity is becom- 
ing a brotherhood in fa®t as well asin name / 
. Itought not to be expected—it must not be 
expected—that we of the south should forget alli 
the past. Weought not to be untrue to the mem- 
ory of the goodand great who have gone from 
among us. Ticetanes.) Wecherish their lives and 
their characters. We cannot be expected to forget 
their memory and achievements. No brave man 
would expect us todo so, no gallant spirit would 
expect us to do so. fae pega 

Judge Black proceedes oes of the peace and 
prosperity which now makes 
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mappy the whole coun- 
try, and referred particularly to the good feeling 
which exists between the sections. He spoke of the 
untold mineral riches of the south, and predicted a 
bright future for agriculture, miningand manu fac- 
tring. He extended to the visitors a most cordial 
welcome on the part of the state, and closed his ad. 
dress amid the greatest applause. The address was 
universally pronounced one of the most beautiful 
and patriotic ever delivered in Judges’ hall. 

The address was responded to by Lieutenant- 
Gayernor Cantrill, who spoke for the senate of Ken- 
tucky. His address was an able one, and although 
practically extemporaneous, was worthy the at- 
tention of any audience that ever assembled in 
Judges’ hall. He returned thanks for the address 
of waicome. 

lion. Ii. Haggard, of the Kentucky senate, was 
introdueed and made a few remarks fh a most 
happy manner. He referred to the history of At. 
lanta and related facts concerning the destruction 
of the city. The address was well received and was 
roundly applauded. 

lion. William C, Owens, speaker of the Kentucky 
house, Was then introduced and spoke as follows: 

Allow me, in behalf of the popular branch of the 
Kentucky legislature, to say to you how profound 
is our appreciation of your expressions of good wil] 
towards Kentucky and Kentuckians. Weare here 
to-day in response to the kindly invitation of your 
commissioners to lend whatever of encouragement 
may be borrowed from our presence in a represen 
tative capacity to the great industrial enterprise in 
which you have embarked you city and yourstate. 
But while we are here to ex tend the fraternal greet- 
ing and bid “God send you speed” in this new 
departure. Think not that we are propelled alone 
by unselfish motives. We are here trusting, nay 
more, believing that the enlarged thoughts and 
liberalized ideascaughtup amid the splendors of 
this magnificent display spread for a world’s en- 
tertainment, will live on in our minds and hearts 
ong after we have passed beyond the horizon of 
your hospitable homes, and prove instrumental in 
working out the pros 
whose createst-good should be our loftiest eadcar- 
or, Truly it is pleasant forus tobe here. ‘‘lis 
pleasant, sure, to see and hear for ourselves in this 
hive and hum of industry, that the hymn of a bar- 
ren political philosophy is no longer the burden 
of the song of the south. ‘Tis with infinite plea- 
sure that we behold your wages who are our peo 
ple, who, planting themselves upon the subsoil of 
a sounder policy, a policy that teaches truly that 
the surest, safest guardian of our political rights is 
to be found in the highest development of the ma 
terial elements and resources of ourcountry. But 
while the potent evidences of this fact stretch them 
selves about usin vast array, speaking prophet 
tongued of a brighter future, it must not 
pars from our minds that we are but in the dawn- 
ing of the auspicious day. The labor is but begun. 
The shoulder must be kept to the wheel. The bark 
that floats the carge of our fortunes points up the 
stream against the tide. We must keep up the on- 
ward sweep of the oars or relentless as the stroke of 
fate it will bear us backward from the goal. We 

aust keep it before those who aspire to lead us 
pwn the political highways. We must teach it 
ose whom we crown With tical honors, that 
disquisitions on bare political 
hongh they glow with the lustre of eloquence 

with the intensity of 
fy the demands a people wh 
the pulsings of a new born Hfe. Gen- 
niversal verdict of all who stop'with- 
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in your gates must be that you deserve we!l of your 
day and generation. War cut its fiery traces rude 
and deep into the beartaand homes of your land, 
butthe irrepressible energies of a brave le 
have erased them, and where but yesterday the 
hoof of the war horse trod the car of busy enter- 
prise now rattles fover the stony streets of labor. 
Standing upon the borders of the south-land, Ken- 
tucky, too, feels the quickening touch of the in- 


ishee for the memories of days gone by, with all of 


all of the hope she holds for the days to come, she 
reaches out to strike hands with you in this new 
ervsade to dignify toiland weave tor its struggling 
legions an insignia of honor prouder than the 
Roman eagle or badge of kingly favor. Citizens of 
Atlanta and of Georgia, parting from _ with 
regret, let ne Say for the visiting Kentuckians that 
the kindnesses and courtesies of your men, we will 
not and cannot forget, and the smiles of your beau- 
tiful women we have garnered to treasure forever. 


The next feature on the programme was the wel- 


come to the press. 

The address of weleome was delivered by Mr. J H. 
Estill, president of the Georgia press association, 
and editor of the Savannah Morning News. 

Mr. Estill spoke ofthe pleasure which was afford- 
ed him by the opportunity which was offered to 
welcome the visiting journalists. After a few prefa- 
ory remarks Mr, Estill said: 

] recognize the fact that it isa proud privilege to 
address the membersof the newspaper fraternity of 
America—the men who have dgne and are still doing 
somuch for the advaucement of civilization; who 
are sowing broadcast over the world the seeds of 
freedom and progress, to spring forth and bear fruit 
notonly in this great republic, but in every land, 
teaching the lessons of uc * gitar Hteeatoery telling the 
oppressed of the earth that man is competent to 
govern himself without the aid of those who pro- 
Claim the sacreligious dogma of the divine right of 
kings. From a tree press goes forth the inspiration 
which quickens the pulse of mankind,givestreedom 
of thought, freedom of speech, and freedom of ac- 
tion. A country without newspapers is one with- 
out civilization; a country where the press is not 
free to speak the truth—free, but not licentious—is 
a country of slaves. The press is not only the pal 
ladium of liberty, but it is also the help-meet of 
the arte, sciences and mechanics. From an 
upper ledge of the mountain of progress, it extends 
a helping hand to all-who are ascending. The faith 
digplayed by the editor in things that are new is 
simply incredible, and he is not true to his profes- 
sion Who doubts even that which others may re- 
gard as borde:ing on the impossible, if it be in 
the arts, sciences or mechanjcs, The genius 
who has taxed his brain with the 
solution of a theory, a discovery or an invention, 
findsir the journalist a patient apditor, who listen; 
to his story, sympathizes in his Byes, and siimu 
lates his enterprise. The journalist presentsto the 
world, anid the medium of his paper, the fruits 
of his client’s long hours of thought and labor. The 
ideas this presented, which would only have re- 
ceived the cold attention of courtesy if advanced in 
a private interview, attracts, through the press, the 
thoughtful attention of the capitalist, and finally 
after much discussion on ‘change, in cars, and 
wherever “mengdocongregate,’’is finally devcloped. 


In the first quarter of this century, the printing 
business—as publishing a newspaper was then 
called—was deemed of minor importance, as it af- 
forded little or no opportunity for pecuniary suc- 
cess. Few papers were kuown beyond the limits 
of the towns in which they were printed. The un- 
requited trials and tribulations of the poor printer 
of those good old times made such an impression 
upon the people that even in this remote generation 
a well-to-do newspaper man is regarded asan anom- 

His prosperity is looked upon as the 
of rood luck, and not 
legitimate result of enteprise, 
energy and tactin the management of a remunera- 
tive business. The printer oi the olden time, at 
the clese of each “eager campaign, ‘passed round 
the hat,”’ and if the contributions were not equal to 
his necessities, he fellintotheinhospitable hands of 
thesheriff. After that came amore prosperous period 
—the era of long editorials and fighting editors. A 
few specimens of these ancients still survive, but 
they can be only found on the outer edge of civili- 
zation ; 
in speaking of what an editor should be, Mr. Es- 
still suid: 

He should be of careful training; he should ever 
remember the ener axiom, that “not what to 
putin, but what to t,’’ isthe secret of the 
art. The theories of government, the revelations of 
science, the discoveries in mechanics and 
physics, the doctrines of thé religious. world 
(which form ae part of our social = sys 
tem), the problem of finance, the facts of 
history (not only of his own times, but that of 
former days and other lands,) all these should be 
familiar to the editor. He must be true, not to 
party, buttothe principles of our system of gov- 
ernment, and be ready toimmolate upon the altar 
of the public weal lifelong friendships when duty 
requiresit. His paper, in every department, should 
be the reflex of the highest toned Americun re- 
spectability, not its shoddy aristocracy, but of hona- 
or, Virtue and patriotism, which constitute the 
ideal of the true manhood of our country. He 
should in his daily walk in life conduct him- 
self with that decorum which his high 
calling as a leader of the people demands, 
Called upon as he is to address thousands, and pass 
judgment even upon the rulers of the land, he 
should have the purity of character of the minister 
of the gospel, and the unbiased judgment of the 
judge on the bench. I do not intend to convey 
the idea that all the editorial fraternity have at- 
tained this standard; in fact, you would all know 
that I was not telling the truth if I were to say that 
ten per cent of the editors of the Union could pass 
an examination by such rules, 

He closed his address with a warmhearted wel- 
oome to the visitors, The speech was very generally 
enjoyed, 

Mr. Henry W. Grady, of THE CONSTITUTION, was 
called for, and made a brief but interesting address 
welcoming the visitors on behalf of the loca! press. 
The address was well received, being rewarded with 
much applause and close attention. 

Mr. J. Stoddard Johnson, president of the Ken- 
tucky press association responded in a happy man- 
ner to the addresses of welcome. In his address he 
said many things complimentary to Atlanta, the ex- 
position and the south. 

Mr. R. A, Jones, of Louisville, then made a pleas- 
ing address which was much enjoyed by those who 
heard it. 

Mr. M. T. Carpenter was called and responded for 
the press of Kentucky. 

Mr. Ira Julien made a 
closed the exercises.

ADULTERATION OF FOOD, 

The prevalence of paralysis has caused con- 
siderable comment in our city. Three or 
four prominent citizens have died recently 
from paralysis in one form or another. <A 
gentleman well posted on this subject called 
our attention to this a few days since and re- 
marked that paralysis resulted in many cases 
from the use of adulterated food. This gen- 
tleman remarked that a large quantity of the 
flour, syrup, lard, sugar and coffee now used 
daily was adulterated, and that nearly all the 
candy made, except rock candy, was also 
adulterated. If this is true the prevalence of 
paralysis can be easily accounted for. We do 
not vouch for what the gentleman says, but 
itis a subject that will do to investigate. 
One thing we do know true, and 
that is that something causes the disease. 
and if leading articles of food are adulterated, 
it can be very easily traced to that souree. A 
leading physician, to atteniion this 
matter has been brought, says that he had no 
doubt whatever that the prevalence of paral- 
ysis now could be traced to the use of adul- 
terated food. Itisan injury or dfsease, he 
Says, of the nervous centers. and acts ona 
human being just as the us@of impure and 
worthless lubricating oi] does on machinery. 
It elogs up the system, and the longer it is 
used the more certain it is to finally render 
the machinery utterly useless. It would be 
well for our legislature to take some steps to 
look into this adulteration of food.

OUR ISTHMIAN POLICY. 

The Clayton-Bulwer treaty, that Mr. Blaine 
thinks we have outgrown, sprang from an at- 
tempt of the English government and of 
English capitalists to build a Nicaraguan 
canal. .The project of such acanal wae first 
conceived in the busy brain of Louis Napoleon 
while a prisoner at Ham. England tried to 
carry it out; and when she began to seize for 
that purpose territory in Central. America, 
Mr. Clayton, then secretary of state, ngldly 
asserted the Monroe doctrine, and the out- 
come was the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. By its 
terms the United States and Great Britain 
agreed that neither would ever obtain or 
maintain any exclugve control over any rail- 
way or ship canal across the isthmus—in 
other words, they formed a joint protectorate 
overany such commercial cut between the 
oceans, chiefly onthe ground that this one was 
interested politically, and the other com- 
mercially, and that no other country had 
much interest in the subject. But times and 
circuinstances have changed, and Mr. Blaine 
gives in substance these reasons for the abro- 
gation of the treaty: First, that the control 
ofthe isthmus transit is necessary to our safe- 
ty—the proposed canal being practically a 
part of our coast line, and the possibility of 
having the.shortest way to our Pacitic 
closed to us inthe case of war being 
thing not to be tolerated; second, that the sole 
guarantee of the United States is a stronger 
assurance of the neutrality of the canal than 
would be found in the joint guarantee of 
European powers, inasmuch as the outbreak of 


coast

a war in Europe would annul any such joint 
guarantee, while we of all nations, by virtue 
of our position and policy, are least likely to 
be entangled in any foreign war; and third, 
that the continuance of the existing treaty so 
binds the two nations concerned in it, that 
either would be helpless against combinations 
for the control of the canal that might be 
made by other nations. 

Mr. Blaine does not propose to violate the 
terms of the treaty but he instructs Mr. Low- 
ell to take steps to secure the consent of the 
English government to its abrogation. When 
it was ratified thirty years ago, our Pacific 
coast interests were small; we were in fear of 
foreign interference in American affairs, and 
desired even a partial recognition of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. France and Germany then 
had no considerable interests in Cen- 
tral America; -now, France proposes 
to build a ship canal, and German 
capital is found in every American port. 
The more these and similar facts are consid- 
ered the stronger does Mr. Blaine’s argument 
seem, and there is no doubt that his note of 
instruction to Minister Lowell will be 
dorsed by men of all parties in this country. 
There is scarcely more doubt that England 
will acknowledge the justice of the position 
he has taken. In the face of her action in 
relation to the Swez canal and other routes to 
India, she cannot consistently refuse to 
grant a request that involves the safety of an 
integral portion of a friendly country. Mr. 
Blaine’s note is, in fact, a virtual abrogation 
of the ancient and altogether unnecessary 
agreement, but a prompt official sanction on 
the part of England would strengthen the re- 
lations now existing between the two coun- 
tries beyond all danger of immediate or 
probable rupture. Mr. Blaine did not go one 
bit too far in his note, and tbe administra-

COMMISSIONER RAUM’S REPORT. 

The report of the commissioner of internal 
revenue, shows that that functionary deems 
it wise as well as expedient to conform his 
views to meet the demands of public opinion. 
With respect to the reduction of internal 
taxation, the opinion of the commissioner is 
that it will be wise to confine these taxes to 
distilled spirits, malt liqurs, o tobacco and its 
procucts, and to special taxes upon manu- 
facturers and dealers in these articles, and to 
fix the taxes atsuch rates as will yield the 
amount of revenue to be 


necessary raised 
from these sources. 
The commissioner 
that there is a commendable disposition 
on the part of the great body of the 
tax-payers to yield a ready obedience to the 
laws, and that the taxes are collected with the 
least possible friction. Apparently, the reve- 
nue millenium has arrived, In tlre districts 
where frauds on the revenue have been rife, 
and where resistance to authority has pre- 
vailed, Commissioner Raum says there has 
been a manifest improvement in sentiment, 
and illicit distilling has been reduced to a 
minimum. Whether this improved condi- 
tion of affairs is due to an improvement in 
the system of breaking up the illicit business, 
the commissioner does not say, but there is 
doubt that the revenue un- 
der Mr. Raum can stir up 
now as-easily as they have done heretofore by

Where the pecu- 
niary interests of the officer are promoted by the 
oppression of the citizen there is great danger of 
abuse, anda system of laws which makes it the in- 
terest of an officer to thus misuse his authority is 
wrong in principle, and will, by the permanent 
temptation of evil, breed abuses even in long es- 
tablished and well ordered communities under the 
most careful system of administration. In new and 
remote settlements this practice, at times, will be 
little better than brigandage.
